A god P2eacher mult bee carefull to keepe in credite the G. 
authozitte of his office, not to varie in doctrine from his fel- Epc. 4. 14. 
low labourers, neither to miniſter anie matter amongſt the Hper ins, 
ignoꝛant people that may b2&de contention 02 diſcozd. Fi- r 
nally, he muſt ber a man of honeft life and conuerſation: TY 
fo2 none can effectuallie teach the wap to die well, except 
himſelfe bee ſuch a one as lineth well. The Pꝛieſtes of uit zt. 
the old law were choſen without blemiſh, to fignifie their 
lines withont blame. The Apoftle would haue them Tic. z. 
well tried to be honeſt men, and of gad repozt, befoze they 
be admitted into that reuerend function. Me that will pꝛo⸗ 
fite in teaching, mult labour with both handes, 02 els as 
faſt as the one doth gather , the other doth ſcatter : as the 
one death build vp, the other doth pult dowone : he muſt 
haue both vrim and thumm, knowledge and vertue, _ 
perſuaſion in woꝛdes, and example in d&des, to thunder 27.8. 
in doctrine and ſhine in life and manners, True Chziſtian 
religion, conſilteth not onely in bare pzeaching and dumbe 
hearing, but rather in devout pzaying, bertuous lining, and 142224 
charitable wozking . It ia naturally grafted in man to ſpeake Ad 10.4. 
holily, pꝛaiſe god lapinges, and deüre rather to know 
much, then line well. Knowledge (no doubt) is a godite 
gift, and a great bleſſing of God: yet knowledge without 
vertue, 02 learning without god lining, are els 
but as tres without fruit , the laſt day we not 
be demaunded how much we haue knowne, but how well 51.25. 
wee haue lined. What anaileth it a man to be able to de⸗ 
fine what faith and repentance is, not feling Gods holie 
ſpirite wozking faith and repentance in his owne heart: 

o2 to tell a faire ſmath tale in woꝛdes, and yet ſtammer in 

bis derdes, oz to haue all the Scriptures and wittie ſayings 

of rs at his fingers ends, + yet want grate to line 
Accozdingly 2 Oz hum is hee able ta gouerne others , that hath . Tim. 3.

and poiſon in the other to take away life , A wicked liner 
though his tongue bee neuer fo plauſible , pet the inkamie of 
bis life decaieth all his doctrine and other gifts whatſoener: 
fo2 if one pꝛaiie that which he ſaith , a number wil blame that 
which he doth , A teacher without vertue, is compared to a 
painted fire without heat, oz a faire vizo; put on adefo2zmed 
face: oz the ſhipw2ights that made Noahs Arke to ſane o⸗ 
thers, pet periſhed in the floud themſclues : oꝛ an Idiot ſtan⸗ 
ding bp the ſea ſide, and ſ&eing ſtrangers paſſe by in danger of 
the tide,crieth out vnto them, away, away, the tide commeth : 
who loking backs, and ſeing the fole and ſkill, begin to 
ſap one to auother,furely, thisfellow doth but ieaſt, foz if it 
were ſo dangerous as heſaith, he would certainly m ake mo26 
haſt away himſelfe, Saint leromeſaith, M ius eſt voluntatem 
Domini facere, quam noſſe. A vertuous liuer though he ſap lit⸗ 
tle, pet is he a god Pꝛeacher, a god piller in Gods Church, 
and a right Lay mans boke, whoſe voneſt life, is a ſeale to 
confirme his doctrine, a 

Gods building is compared to aftene wall, the Pagt-- 
ſtrates and Biniffers , vato ſquared ffones framed on each 
ſide, andthe people vnto little ones filling vp in the middeſt: 


and if anie of the ſquared ſtones chaunce to flip downe , a 


number of the little ones will follow: euen ſo, if the Pagi- 
ſtrate oz teacher chaunce- to fall, the people will fall af- 
fer by heapes, pea if the one doe but limpe, the other will 
halt right dowone, and therefoze they eſpeciallie muſt haue 
their rough knobbes of vices hewenawap, and bes cloſelie 
toined together with the mo2zter of vnitie and concoꝛd, not 
onely in reſped of: themſelues, but alſo of the common peo- 
ple, whoſe affections euen by nature, doe gtue moze credite 
to their eies, then their ears, and be mozeaptlyledbp exam- 
ple then by perſuaſion, and therefoze moze auaileth dedes 
without woꝛdes, then woꝛdes without derdes. That god Em- 
perour Alexander Seuerus, hauing ſent foz Origen to inſtrua 
— aps, wed ſy, HEH cam. 
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bumtilitie, patience aud charitſe which her ſaw amongſt the 
Chꝛiſtians did moze mone and ſtirre him vp, to belcue that 
Chꝛiſt was the Sonne of God, then all Ciigens vehement and 
learned perſuaſions. 

To conclude, a god Pꝛeacher hauing a god lining, 
muſt bee a god houſekeeper , Peter was thze times com- 
maunded to feed his flocke, that is to ſap , by the iudgement lohn: 
of Saint Barnard , with ſounddoctrine, honeſt life, and god 
hoſpitalitie. When lohn Bapult ſent his Diſciples vn- 8 
to Chzilt, toaſke if it were he that ſheuld come, oꝛ that they 
ſhould loke ſoz another, her bad them goe againe and tell 
Iohn, not onelie what doarine they had heard, but alſo Mat. 14.16. 
what wozkcs they had lerne, who did both fed the ſoules r. 437. 
of his ſt pe with heauenly eoarine and example of vertuous — — 
lining, and their bodies with materiall fodof barly loaues Perf, 
and ſiſhes, which did moze winne the peoples heartes, then Heb.z.:. 
all his wonder full miracles and diuine ſermons which they Lobi; 4. 
ſaw and heard, A number in theſe dur dates doe beare "© 25 
a great name of ſingular Pzcachcrs, with fine eloquent | 
tongues : but w finde not thoſe god olde Parſons that 
were wont to pꝛeach in the plurall number, by example of 
good vertuous lining , and charitable hoſpitalitie . The 
people doe heare much, but the poze cannot finde their old 
reliefe : ſaying Pꝛeachers are gad, but doing Pꝛeachers 
are better, happie is that pariſh where both hitteth in one 
man. But whoſsencr wül marke it, ſhall finde that a 
meanelearned Parſon of an honeft conuerſation , keping 4 
a god houſe in his pariſh , ſhall perſuade and p2ofite moze 
in comming to one dinner, then the beſt Doctoz of dininitie 
which keepeth no houſe ſhall doe by pzeaching of a dozen 
ſolemne Sermons ., And that Gentleman who kepeth a 
god houſe in the countrie, ſhall bee in better credite with 
the people foz his lſberalitie, then the beſt Dzato? oz laws 
fer in Eugland foz all his eloquence , Wee ſ& by dailie 
experience, that the Commons are not ſo loning , truſtie 


ns2 obedicnt to their fu es they haue bene in times 
paſt, the chiefe ce leet doubt) is this: Whereas 
anne 
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ger, they find nothing now but faire honſes, and faire wo2ds, 
without either care of their cauſe, oꝛ filling of their mawes, 
It is a true Pꝛouerbe, Where the gate of the Pagiſtrate is 
ſhut againſt the ſubiea, there the heart of the ſubicc is ſhut a⸗ 
gainlt the Pagiftrate. 
3 King. 12. Touching the ponger ſozt of Piniſters, it is a dange⸗ 
rous thing fo2 them to beeripe ta ſone, and pꝛeſume to ven- 
ture vpon waightie cauſes: ſuch ſelfe willed, and ſelfe lear⸗ 
ned, become hurtfull members in the Church: where wiſe 
men can keepe moderation and oꝛder, ſuch rach foles, thzough 
ignoꝛance fall often into errours, It is an old Pꝛouerbe, the 
moꝛe kale the moꝛe impudent: ignoꝛance hath alwaies the bol⸗ 
deſt face : emptie veſſels make lowdeſt ſound, and ſuch as 
haue leaſt toſap,are commonly moſt bold to ſpeake, none ſo 
fo2ward as blind bayard. Unſkilfull Hipercian bluſhed not ta 
trouble Mercurie with his ruſticall daunces, beſoꝛe whom, 
cunning Orpheus was aſhamed to tune his Harpe : ſuch 
arrogancie(nodoubt)hathbeene a great hinderance vnto lear⸗ 
ning. Panie might haue come to wiſedome, ik they had not 
thought themſelues there alreadie. There is a certaine foze- 
fight, vnto the which vnripe yeares can neuer come, till age 
bꝛing diſcretion: our iudge ments are but weake, our appe⸗ 
tites variable, our ſences decemable, and our deſires vnpꝛoſt⸗ 
table, the dates of our life are ſhoꝛt and euill, and the know⸗ 
ledge wer learne in long time vnperfec, and full of errours: 
loʒ as it is pꝛoper to God onely not to erre, ſo is it naturallie 
giuen vnto man, ſeldome to hit the truth. And therefoꝛe pong 
men cannot be deepe of iudgement, becauſe wiſedome is 
gotten by experience, and experience in long time. Trueth 
hund. is called the daughter of Zine, Time the mother of truth: 
D.Some. her is Wiſe that can perceiue his owne ignozance. Saint 
more hope Barnard alloweth better of him that humblie confeſſcth his 
ina fool:, Ignozance, then of him who pzowdly pʒeſumeth gf his know- 
. ledge : It is moze tollerable ( ſayth D. Some, ) to open the

andreadie to heare, but low and cirznmſpec to ſpeade: . Pe- 
ter exhozteth yong men to deck themſelues with humilitie and Peter. 5. 5. 
lowlineſſe of mind, and to ſubmit themſeluys to their elders: fo 
ſaith Jeſus Sirach, go not from the dodrine of the elders ; and e. 
in another place, deſpiſe not the ſermons oſ ſuch Elders as 
haue vnderſtanding(ſaith her) but acquaint thy ſelfe with their e . 
wiſe ſentences , fo2 of them thou ſhalt learne wiſedome : the =e 
Pꝛophet Eſay in his time thought it a thing intolerable , os 
p2ickeared boies to pꝛeſume againft their elders,o2 perfons of 
low degree, againſt the honozable . Wiſe Socrares confeſſed 
that al the time he had beene ſtudent in Athens, he had ledrned 
onely this le ſſon, to know that he knew nothing: who noting 
the heat and raſhnes of youth. affirmed it the greateſt vertue in 
a pong man to acknowledge his owne weakeneſſe, and to af- 
tempt nothing to much: Pichagoras inioined his ſchwlers to 
fine years ſilence befoꝛe they ſhould take vpon them to teach 
others: Plato maketh Sara the Jmage of diuinitie, and Agar 
the figure of humane ſciences, as neceſarie handmaids, wi⸗ 
ching pong men to dwel very long with Agar, befoze they ven⸗ 
ture vpon Sara, who will not be fruitfull tal riper pears: a god 
trie is not knowne by the leaues and bloſoms in ſpꝛing time, 
but the fruits be ing tb2ough ripe in harueſt: Chꝛiſt himſelfre- 
mained thirtte yeares in vertuous lining , befoze he began to |... 
publiſh his doarine to the woꝛld, ſo he that will be a fruitfull 
teacher muſt firſt win the name of a god vertudus liuer. As 
deepe waters ſem not to run becauſe of their ſtilneſſe, ſo when 
art and learning is planted in a god vertuous nature, he crou- 
deth not in to vtter his ſtuſfe, til age bꝛing experience, and ſuch 
in time become ancient graue fathers of p:ofound iudgement, 
who hauing ſkil to diſcerne, cunning to inſtrua, and diſcretion 
to gouern, are men only fit and meet fo2 ſuch a reuerend functi⸗ 
on t chargeable office, as a publike pꝛeacher is. At were much 
better fo2 the pounger ſoꝛt of minifters to fozbeare the pulpet, 
andgine themſelues to diſtinc reading of the holie ſcriptures. ,,,;,.... 
and godlp homilies, and vſe catechiſing, which is a very pꝛo⸗ 
fitable kind of teaching, till age bing diſcretion, and learne 
nnn 8 
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in hearing themſelues ſpeake, that they diſdaine the publike 
reading ofthe holie Scriptures and tonde nine it as a thing in 
tolle rable, as though it belongs not to the pꝛeaching ofthe goſ- 
pell, which is nothing elſe but to teach and inſtrua the people 
in faith and god manners: and whether it be done by wꝛiting, 
reading oꝛ ſpeaking without boke, ſo they bee taught, the ſpi⸗ 
rit of God doth wozke effectuallp, as well by the one as the o⸗ 
ther, though not in like meaſure: when S. Paule did wꝛite vn⸗ 
to the Romanes, no doubt he pꝛeached vato them: when E(- 
dras read Moiſes law vntothe people, no doubt he pꝛeached vn- 
to t : when Barucke read Ieremies ſermons vnto the Iſra⸗ 
elites, no doubt he pꝛeached vnto them: when loſua read the 
whole law befoze the congregation , no doubt hee preached 
vntothem. Moſes had in euerie Cutie thoſe that pꝛeached him 
(ſaith the Euangeliſt) ſ&ing he was read in the Sinagogue e⸗ 
ucrie ſabboth day: the Apoſtle S. Paule exhozted Timorhie fg 
giue attendance, as well to reading as exhoztation & doarine, 
charged the Theſſalonians that his Gpiſtie ſhould be read vn⸗ 
to all the bꝛethꝛen the ſaints and taught the Epheſſans that by 

reading of his E piſtle, they might know his vnderſtanding in 
the miſterie of Chꝛiſt. I enullian calleth the reading of the 
Scriptures the ferding ol our faith, the Euangeliſt ſaith, they 
were witten foz our learning that we might bele&ne and liue, 
and are ſo plaine and eaſie, (ſaith the Pſalnift) that they gtne 
light and vnderſtanding euen to the imple: wherein our Saut- 
our Chꝛiſt hath plainely reuealed vnto vs his f gers will, and 
made his name manifef# vnto men: happie is he that readeth 
(ſaith he) and thoſe that heare and kepe the pꝛopheũe of this 
boke: and if the holie ſcriptures ſieme darke oꝛ hidden to anie 
(ſapth the Apoſt leit is onelie to thoſe that are left, whom the 
God of this woꝛld hath blinded : 4 I thinke verily that a mans 
conſcience is moꝛe moned,better edified,and ſoundlier ſatiffied 
by the onely woꝛds of the text diſtinaly read, then by long tedi⸗

neither to pzompe themſelues in goꝛgious attire like pzoud le- 
cherous Venus, oʒ Hellen ot Troy, who were moze honozed 


loꝛ their beautie, then their hone mne, but in the ſeare ol God to 


learn in ſilence with all ſubmiſſion, t if they doubt of any thing 
to aſke their huſbands at home, to decke themſelues with the 
modeſt ſobzietie of Anna, the humble obedience of S ara, and the 
ſhamefaſt chaſtitię ol Suſanna: not boldnes in women, but biu⸗ 
ting is the right colour of vertue.
